Facts About ‘Persecutions’

NDER the heading “Ask Us An- 

other” on page 7 of this issue 

we answer persons who have 

claimed, over a leng period of 

time, that Protestant religious 

bedies have been persecuted in 
Colombia. South America. 

We point out that “the incidents” 
te which our attention is called in 
sectarian papers in the United 
States, were not provoked by the 
Church itself: that there is only 
one priest for every ten thousand 
Catholics in Colombia, while there 
is one Protestant minister to every 
3580 people, even if we include 
50.000 whe are only nominally 
members of the Protestant church. 
es; that the statistics furnished 
by these churches claim only 10,000 
who are what they call “communi- 
cants,” which would mean that 
there is one minister to about 76 
ef their own practicing member- 
ships; that the chief reason for the 
incidents have been the wide cir- 
culation of tracts among the peo- 
ple, and attacks on their religion.

A ready-made public, numbering 
readers of her many novels, await- 
ed G. B. Stern’s story of her con- 
version. However, no one need ever 
to have heard of the noted English 


novelist to enjoy this convert auto- | 


biography. It is flavored with a 
personality so rich and strong that 
it induces the reader to believe 
he knows the author intimately. 


Who could fail to be fascinated 
by a woman who admits engagingly 
that she is given to self-absorption, 
self-pity and self-indulgence; who 
finds Catholicism “highly incon- 
venient” because it demands she 
get rid of these failings. A friend 
asked Gladys Stern if becoming a 
Catholic would prevent her from 
having another nervous breakdown. 
When the answer was no, the 
friend inquired, “Then what's the 
use of it?” To this the author re- 

lies, “I had come to Christianity 
or solace and support, and found 
only the bare truth which was usu- 
ally neither.” 

To others Gladys Stern leaves 
the task of explaining dogma. She 
was impelled to write this book, 
she says, to disclose the impact of

Slum Clearance ‘Virtually 


Impossible’ Under New Act 


Washington —(NC)—The Hous- 
ing Act of 1954, just passed by 
Congress, was called “a serious 
disappointment” by Msgr. John 
O’Grady, secretary of the National 
Conference of Catholic Charities 
with headquarters here. 

Msgr. O'Grady said that the act 
“will make it virtually impossible 
to go ahead with the public im- 
provements that most of our cities 
are envisaging . 

At the same time, the National 
Housing Conference here called 
the housing bill “the worst de- 
feat that low-rent housing has 

ever suffered.” Opponents to 
the bill had scored it on the 
Senate floor as “a sham and a 
delusion”* and as “the camel 
execution of public i 


MSGR. O'GRADY said that 
though the bill “on npg SR: pro- 
vides for 35,000 public housing 
units for next year, “when we look 
at the realities ... we hardly have 
10,000 units.” In earlier testimony 
on the bill the Monsignor had 
stressed the need of adequate pub 
lic housing to clean up the nation’s 
slums and rescue low-income fam- 
ilies from the moral dangers of 
slum living. 


He said the bottle neck in the 
new act is in the stipulation that 
the public housing units are re- 
served exclusively for people who 
have been displaced by slum clear- 
ance programs.

THE MASS MURDER of a whole 
village in Slovakia by the com- 
munists was revealed for the first 
time to the Kersten Committee by 
Father Joseph Poess, who had been 
pastor of the predominantly Ger- 
man parish. Father Poess sur- 
vived the massacre, which occurred 
in August, 1944, only by feigning
